letter to a fellow Englishm an in California, 
which Irish voters will do well to study .

In fact it was practically 
wiped out at the N ew ark charter election 
two weeks ago.

L ord S ackville-W est, the British Min. 
ister at Washington, has written a private 
letter to a fellow Englishman in California, 
which Irish voters will do well to study. It 
was written Sept. 13th, just three weeks af­ 
ter Mr. Cleveland’s retaliation message was 
scut to Congress. That message did not 
weaken Air. West’s anxiety for Cleveland’s 
election. In other words, he regarded the 
President’s retaliation policy as a sham. The 
letter is on the second page of this paper. 


T h e Sun practically gave up New Jersey 
this morning. It is alarmed at the amount 
of money which the Republicans, it says, are 
pouring into Hudson county. This county 
gave Cleveland 5,325 majority in 1884, while 
his majority in the state was 4,412. The Re­ 
publicans are now sanguine of bringing 
down the majority in the county to 2,000, and 
the Sun fears they will be able to do it. The 
well known changes in other parts of the 
state would easily overcome the small mar­ 
gin remaining. In fact it was practically 
wiped out at tLe Nowark charter election 
two weeks ago. 
R. & II. A dam s, who have large crinoline 
and ribbon manufactories in New Jersey and 
Connecticut, state that the firm were all Dem­ 
ocrats in 1884 and worked among their 2,000 
employes for Cleveland. Of these niue- 
tentbs voted the Democratic ticket. Now 
the firm are working for Harrison, and their 
men are practically solid for him. The firm 
state that when they seat a representative to 
Washington to protest against removing the 
protective duty on their goods, they were 
asked in reply how many votes they could 
guarantee for Cleveland if let alone. This 
disgusted them, and they have since been 
working for Harrison and Morton and certain 
protection. 
_________ 
T u e Atlanta Constitution thinks the South 
is yet too sleepy. A short time since a man 
was buried in Pickens county, S. C., and his 
grave was dug through three feet of marble 
as pure as any ever imported from Italy, 
and yet the marble slab at the bead of his 
grave came from Vermont. A pine forest 
was all around, but the pine for his coffin 
came from Philadelphia. Iron was in the 
hills close by, but the nails in the coffin came 
from Pittsburg. There was abundance of 
bard wood in th« forest, but the handles of 
the picks and shovels that dug his grave 
came from Cincinnati. The corpse was 
clothed in shoes and a hat from Lynn, a suit 
from Chicago and a shirt from Cincinnati. 
South Carolina’s only contribution to the fu­ 
neral was a hole in the ground. But the 
dead men of the South are not all buried. 
TnERE will not be 50,000 fraudulent Dem" 
ocratic votes cast in New York this year ncr 
one-fourth of that number. This of itself is 
euough to insure Democratic defeat. Chair 
man Quay caused two distinct canvasses of 
the city to be made in August and Septem­ 
ber, and every male resident of the city was 
registered with the street and number of his 
residence. These canvasses were then com­ 
pared with the City Directory. A list of all 
vacant rooms or floors was also obtained' 
The possession of these lists makes the detef 
tion of false registration almost absolutely 
certaiu in every case. Parties detected in 
registering falsely are to be arrested and pros­ 
ecuted immediately. The Democratic press 
cries out against this work as intended to in­ 
timidate voters, but there should lie uo ob­ 
jection to the intimidation of the man who 
tries to cast a dishonest vote. The National 
Committee thinks it can reduce the fraudu­ 
lent votes to 10,000 or less. This will cut 
down the Democratic majority in the city at 
least 40,000.

Mr. H il l thinks General Harrison wiM go 
down to Harlem river with 85,000 or 90,000 
majority. This means that Cleveland is to 
be beaten 20,000 to 25,000 in the state, with­ 
out taking into account the defections from 
the Democracy in New York under the same 
influences that have caused the stampede in 
the interior. But Hill expects to run 40,000 
votes ahead of Cleveland. This would elect 
him by from 15,000 to 20,000 majority.

The Cleveland Democrats will see that the 
knife is applied to Hill with the same vigor 
»nd accuracy that he exhibits, though there 
may be less parade of the performance. 


T h e murder of AntopÍQ Flacconio on ibe 
streets of New York a week ago Lqs brought 
to light the existence of a secret society of 
Sicilians in the city known as the Mafia. It is 
made up of counterfeiters, thieves, murder^ 
era and other criminals who are banded to­ 
gether by oalba. The penalty of betrayal is 
death. Several year» ago Flacppnio, who 
was a member, was arrested for counterfeit­ 
ing, and to save himself turned informer and 
PfiQtfd the punishment of several of his as­ 
sociates. Ro was immediately marked for

A quarrel 
over a game of cards in an (tajiflB saloon was 
the pretext for the attack, which was made 
by two brothers named Carlo and Vincenzo 
Quararo. They followed Flacconio into the 
street, and though two /fiends were walking 
with him, thrust a knife through his heart 
and escaped.

H ill, w ho has made a very thorough 
canvass of the slate, notified Chairman Brice 
and Secretary W hitney yesterday, that the 
Republicans w ould com e to the Harlem river 
with 8 5,000 or 9 0,000 majority for Harrison 
and Morton. 
T his is, in his opinion, the tna* 
jority that Mr. Cleveland must overcom e in 
N ew York, Long Island and Richmond cou n ­ 
ty. 
'1 hey have never yet given that am ount 
of majority in a national or state election, ex­ 
cept in 1882. 


Iu 1887, w hen Secretary Cook had a m a‘ 
jority of 17,077 in (he state, his m ajority be 
low Harlem river was 09,770. 
In 1886, when J udge Peckham had a m a­ 
jority of 7,79 7 in the state, his m ajority be­ 
low Ilarlcm river was 07.820. 
In 1885, when Goy. H ill’s majority in the 
state was 11,134, his m ajority below Harlem 
river was 60,405. 


In 1884, W hen President Cleveland had a 
m ajority of 1,047 in the state, his m ajority 
below Harlem River was 63,188. 
In 1880, when Garfield’s majority in the 
state w as 21,08 3, H ancock’s majority below 
Harlem river was 53.906. 
Even in 1876, when Mr. Tilden carried the 
state for President by 32,742 m ajority, his 
m ajority below Harlem river was only 77,153.

H ill declines to be trotted out for a 
great political entertainm ent as the m onkey 
to gattier the pennies while Cleveland grinds 
the m usic. 
For a week or more the Dem o, 
erotic papers have been full of enthusiastic 
prom ises of a m eeting of the President and 
G overnor for a review 
of the Democratic 
business m en’s parade in 
N ew 
Y ork next 
Saturday. 
Cleveland had promised to come, 
and it was taken for granted that the Gov 
ernor, w ho w as recently prostrating him self 
each m orning on his marrow bones and 
seeching ilie President to w rite him a ceriifi 
cate of character, would be only too glad to 
exh ib it his dim inutive figure by the side of 
H is C orpulency. 
Cleveland and H ill were lo 
m eet on the platform in full view of the pro­ 
cession, 
clasp 
bands, kiss aud 
embrac 
Then a roar of enthusiasm was to go up 
from N ew Y ork that would 
be taken uj 
from point to point until its echoes were 
beard in Buffalo and Rouse’s Point. 
But tin 
G overnor has spoiled this pretty program. 
H e refuses to exhibit as a side show at the 
C leveland circus. 
His ostensible reason is 
that his cam paign engagem ents w ill not per 
m it, as be is billed to make speeches in Her 
kim er and Am sterdam on that day. 
T h is is 
a frivolous excuse, for the forem ost free I 
der in the South w ould gladly com e and fill 
the place of the Governor, if by thus exerting 
h im self such an exhibition of harm ony could 
be brought about. 
And there are a dozen 
Southern orators, much more graceful and 
im pressive in speech than the little Elm ira 
pettifogger, and w ho also understand the free 
trade position of their parly and the argu­ 
m ents for sustaining it m uch lictter than he. 
W hen it was understood that Mr. H ill did 
not wish to take part in the show , Chairman 
Brice and Secretary W hitney started in great 
haste to his quarters at the Hoffm an H ouse.

Last night the Dem ocrats at 
the national headquarters show ed great de 
jection of spirits, aud the solem nity of the 
Sabbath w as not broken by the offer of any 
exuberant D em ocrat to bet on Cleveland.

HILL AND CLEVELAND ARE OUT. 
Gov. Hill declines to be trotted out for a 
great political entertainment as the monkey 
to gather the pennies while Cleveland grinds 
the music. For a week or more the Demo, 
crntic papers have been full of enthusiastic 
promises of a meeting of the President and 
Governor for a review of the Democratic 
business men’s parade in New York next 
Saturday. Cleveland liad promised to come, 
and it was taken for granted that the Gov­ 
ernor, who w as recently prostrating himself 
each morning on his marrow bones and be­ 
seeching llie President to write him a eertifi 
cate of character, would be only loo glad lo 
exhibit His diminutive figure by the side of 
His Corpulency. Cleveland and Hill were to 
meet on the platform in full view of the pro­ 
cession, clasp hands, kiss and embrace 
Then a roar of enthusiasm was to go up 
from New York that would be taken up 
from point to point until its echoes were 
heard in Buffalo and Rouse’s Point. Hut tin 
Governor has spoiled this pretty program. 
He refuses to exhibit as a side show at the 
Cleveland circus. His ostensible reason is 
that his cumpaign engagements will not per 
mit, as he is billed to make speeches in Her 
kimer and Amsterdam on that day. This is 
a frivolous excuse, for the foremost free lia* 
der in the South would gladly come and fill 
the place of the Governor, if by thus exerting 
himself such an exhibition of harmony could 
be brought about. And there are a dozen 
Southern orators, much more graceful and 
impressive in speech than the little Elmira 
pettifogger, and who also understand the free 
trade position of their party and the urgu 
ments for sustaining it much better than he. 
When it was understood that Mr. Hill did 
not wish to take part in the show, Chairman 
Brice and Secretary Whitney started in great 
haste to his quarters at the Hoffman House. 
Their visit lasted several hours. They told 
the Governor that Mr. Cleveland had been 
induced to come to New York solely on 
account of the announcement that he was to 
meet tbe Governor there, and that his refusal 
after the program had been advertised as hav­ 
ing been arranged for an exhibition of bar 
mony would have a depressing effect, as It 
would be interpreted by the public as indi 
eating a condition of implacable war between 
the two lenders. But Hill was inexorable 
He told his visitors that it would make little 
difference whether they bad any more reviews 
in 
New 
York or not. He 
notified 
them that the Republicans would come to the 
Harlem river with Sfi.OOO or 90,000 majority 
for Harrison, and unless they could over 
come that In New York, Long Island and 
Richmond county Mr. Cleveland was a de 
fealed man. Last night the Democrats at 
the national headquarters showed great de 
jection of spirits, and the solemnity of the 
Sabbath was not broken by tbe offer of any 
exuberant Democrat to bet on Cleveland. 
A much more significant event than even 
the refusal of the Governor to join in tbe re­ 
view was the appearance in print yesterday of a 
private letter addressed to the Governor. This 
letter could not possibly have been given to 
the public unless it had been furnished by 
Mr. Hill himself. 
It covers the whole 
ground aDd gives him ample excuse not only 
for refusing to meet and shake hands with 
the President, but for going straight ahead 
with his campaign “ on his own book ” and 
patting his knife beneath the President’s fifth 
rib in every county of the state : 
New York. Oct. 20. 
David B. H ill, Governor o f the State o f New York: 
Dear S ir—I ant so heartily intei ested in your suc­ 
cess that I cannot refrain from warning you that 
your candidacy is seriously imperiled by tbe efforts 
“ Cleveland Democrats” are making against It.

BELOW HARLEM RIVER. 
Gov. Hill, who lias made a very thorough 
canvass of the state, notified Chairman Briee 
and Secretary Whitney yesterday, that the 
Republicans would come to the llarlem river 
with 85,000 or 90,000 majority for Harrison 
and Morton. This is, in hi? opinion, the ttia* 
jority that Mr. Cleveland must overcome in 
New York, Long Island and Richmond eouu 
ty. They have never yet given that amount 
of majority in a national or state election, ex­ 
cept in 1882. 
Iu 1887, when Secretary Cook had a ma' 
jority of 17,077 in the slate. His majority be 
low Harlem river was 03,77(5. 
In 1886, when Judge Peckham had a ma­ 
jority of 7,797 in the state, his majority be­ 
low Harlem river was 67,320. 
In 1885, when Goy. Hill’s majority in the 
state was 11,134, his majority below Harlem 
river was 60,41)5. 
In 1884, When President Cleveland had a 
majority of 1,047 in the state, bis majority 
below Harlem River was 68,138. 
In 1880, when Garfield’s majority in the 
state was 21,033, Hancock’s majority below 
Harlem river was 53,906. 
Even iu 1876, when Mr. Tilden carried the 
state for President by 32,742 majority, his 
majority below Harlem river was only 77,153. 
In 1882, when Cleveland swept the state by 
192,000 majority, his total vole below Har­ 
lem river was only' 208,873, showing that the 
big Democratic majority of that year was not 
due to Democratic gain«, but lo the bi 
stay-at-home vote of the Republicans. The 
Democratic vote is static nary at about 200,* 
000. In 1887 it was 188,010; in 1886 it was 
203,702; iu 1885 it was 199,283; in 1884 it

A larger vole is expected this 
year, but it will be observed that the largest 
gains are on the side of the Republicans.

Oct. 21, (Special.)—A 
prominent citizen of Pomona, whose name is 
withheld under pledges,recently wrotea letter 
to Lord Sackville West.the British Minister at 
Washington, asking his advice as to the du 
ties of those voters who are of English birth, 
but still consider England the motherland 
The writer also states among other things that 
while in former years many resident English­ 
men declined to be naturalized, the adminis 
tration of Cleveland lias been so friendly to­ 
ward Great Britain, so kind in not enforcing 
tbe retaliation act, so sound on the free-trade 
question, etc., that thousands have become 
naturalized for the express purpose of help­ 
ing to elect him over again. 
Minister West replied promptly to the fore­ 
going, and his autograph letter, surmounted 
with the British coat of arms, is in possession 
of the Times, of this city, and is published 
to-day. The letter is as follows: 
B e v e rly , Mass., Sept. 13. 1888. 
(Private.) 
S ir: 1 am in receipt of your letter of the 
4th inst., aud beg to say that I fully appreei 
ate the difficulty in which you find yourself 
in casting your vote. You are probably 
aware that anv political party which openly 
favored the mother-country at the present 
moment would lose popularity and that the 
party in power is fully aware of this tact. 
The party, however, is, I believe, still 
desirous of maintaining friendly rela­ 
tions with Great Britain, and is still as de­ 
sirous of settling all questions with Canada, 
which have been unfortunately reopened 
since tbe retraction of the treaty by the Re­ 
publican majority in tbe Senate and by the 
President’s message, to which you allude. All 
allowances must, therefore, lie made for the 
political situation as tegards the Presidential 
election thus created. It is, however, im­ 
possible to predict the course which Presi­ 
dent Cleveland may pursue in the matter of 
retaliation, should he be elected; but there is 
every reason to believe that, while upholding 
the position he lias taken, he will manifest a 
spirit of conciliation, in dealing with the 
question involved in Ids message.

y ears, b u t it is now b ey ond qu estion that 
W arner Miller will lie the next Governor of 
the State of New-York. 
He spoke of the

“ In 18 40 the people had b ecome so dis­ 
gu sted that they swept the cou ntry , and car­ 
ried into the Presidential chair that b rave sol­ 
dier and statesman, William Henry Harrison. 
[Great applau se.] 
There was no evasion on 
the part of the Whig party ; it was planted 
squ arely ou the issu e.

Indu stry was stimu lated, workmen fou nd em­ 
ploy ment and money b egan to b e circu lated.” 
In proof of the statements advanced that the 
cou ntry was prosperou s u nder a high tariff 
and depressed u nder a free trade tariff, the 
speaker qu oted from the messages of Polk, 
Filmore and Bu chanan. 


RESULT OF A HIGH PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 
“ In 18 60 the people swept from power the 
Democratic party . 
As a resu lt, a high pro­ 
tective tariff was adopted. 
We all know the 
resu lt. 
No nation has fu rnished a parallel 
to the great advancement of this cou ntry in 
the last 27 y ears. 
The people have consu med 
3 times more than people of any other nation, 
and are b etter hou sed and clot hid, and b etter 
fed, and, notwithstanding this, we have laid 
u p # 1,500,000,000 of wealth over au d ab ove 
ou r consu mption.”

All agree that 
in this cou ntry the standard of wages is 
higher than in any other cou ntry .

to u s these conditions b y which we get higher 
wages.” 


WHAT LA110R HAS HERE. 
Continu ing his argu ment the speaker said 
that in this cou ntry lab or has 72 per cent, of 
that which it produ ces, whereas, in England, 
it has only 41 per cent., a resu lt of the dif­ 
ferent conditions in the 
two 
cou ntries 
“ When we pu t u p the b ars and the estab lish 
ment of protective tariff, we preserve these 
conditions. 
When the b ars are let down 
su re as water finds its level, men’s 
mu st eventu ally find their level.” 
DEMOCRATS RECREANT TO THEIR TRUST 
In referring to the record of the Democrat 
ic party , he spoke of the fact that it had never 
gained power except b y false pledges and 
promises made to the people. He tol 1 a story of 
one Moses Roop.a resident of Canton, Illinois, 
one of those individu als who was eood to do 
chores—good-for-nothing individu als fou nd 
in many commu nities. 
Roop su ddenly left 
Canton and went to Peoria. 
One day a Can­ 
ton man saw him at Peoria, and asked him 
why he left Cau ton. 
“ I cou ldn’t live in Canton,” said Roop, “ the 


wou ld meet it as it met the slavery qu estion 
and as it has met every great reform. 


THE IIKRE8 Y OF FREE TRADE. 
Mr. Magee, iu taking u p the tariff qu es­ 
tion, went b ack 100 y ears, giving the experi­ 
ences of the people of this cou u trv from that 
time to the preseu t. 
He said the*War of the 
Revolu tion grew largely ou t of trade regu la­ 
tions. 
Great Britain enacted that no factories 
or mills shou ld b e erected in this cou ntry . 
After the Revolu tion, for 4 y ears ab solu te 
free trade reigned. 
Du ring that time Great 
Britain Hooded this cou ntry with its goods. 
Wise men of that day stu died the su b ject 
wisely and carefu lly . 
It entered into the 
qu estion that cu lminated in the call of the 
Convention to frame a National Constitu tion, 
in 
the early 
day s 
New-Jersey 
passed 
a 
tariff 
act, 
and 
wou ld 
not 
admit 
manu factories from 
other states, 
except 
u pon the pay ment of 2 per cent, tariff. 
The 
first act of a general natu re that was passed 
b y Congress was to protect and encou rage 
manu factories. 
“ Some assu me that there is 
no warrant iu the Constitu tion to enact a pro­ 
tective tariff, 
l’hose who make that asser­ 
tion insu lt the memory of ou r fathers. 
If 
we read carefu lly we will u nderstand that the 
tariff qu estion entered largely in the discu s­ 
sion in reference to the Constitu tion. 
Ou r 
fathers desired to estab lish this principle, in 
order that this cou ntry might b ecome more 
independent of the world. 
I defy any man 
to find iu the first 40 y ears of the history of 
this Repu b lic any man of prominence advo­ 
cating the heresy of free trade.” 
TIIK TRYING TIMES OF 18 37. 
“ When cotton growing b egan to b e profit­ 
ab le and slave-holding developed in this cou n­ 
try . we b egan to hear the heresy of free trade 
promu lgated; and it had a twin sister, the 
heresy of State sovereignty ." 
The speaker 
then referred to the free trade tariff of ’37 
and the terrib le times of depression cau sed 
b v it. “ I rememb er how the neighb ors assem­ 
b led arou nd my father’s fireplace and talked 
the matter over. 
It was generally agreed 
that there was not a dollar of money within 
the radiu s of 10 miles. Mills were su spended; 
b u siness generally stagnated. 
Great suffer­ 
ing was the consequ ence, people b eing in 
some cases withou t the necessaries of life. 
In New-York the situ ation was discu ssed, 
and it was determined that men shou ld not 
starve while flou r cou ld he had, and in a 
b ody they marched to thesiore-hou ses, b roke 
open the b arrels of flou r and distrib u ted it to 
the poor of the City .”

The General made a short address.

spoke with confidence.

thought a month ago that Governor Hill 
would lie re elected for another term of three 
years, but it is now beyond question that 
Warner Miller will lie the next Governor of 
the State of New-York. 
He spoke of the 
curious phases of the campaign—the Demo­ 
crats first having made the issue of free 
trade, and then President Cleveland trying to 
avoid that issue. 
He referred to the peculiar 
legend on the Democratic banner, in Kings­ 
ton, “ Protection to American Labor.” 
He 
took issue with General Sickles on the tariff 
question, und showed the fallacy of tho argu 
arent of the Democratic orator. 
Ile said, in 
closing, that the Republicans are not only 
fighting for the laboring men of this country 
but for the laboring men throughout the 
World. 
CA PTAIN JAM ES K MAOEF.’H ADDRESS 
Captain James K. Magee followed, lie 
spoke for 14 hours on the issues of the cam 
paign, dwelling more particularly upon the 
question of tariff, backing up bis argument 
bv reading from documents and messages. 
He said at the outset that he hoped there were 
Democrats in the audience, as he felt a greater 
inspiration when such w as the case.

R E SU LT OF A H IG H PR O TEC TIV E T A R IF F . 
" In 1860 the people swept from power the 
Democratic party. 
As a result, a high pro­ 
tective tariiT was adopted. 
W’e all know the 
result. 
No nation has furnished a parallel 
to the great advancement of this country in 
the last 27 years. 
Tile people have consumed 
3 times more than people of any other nation, 
and are better housed and clothed, anti licttcr 
fed. und, notwithstanding this, we have laid 
up $ I ,.500 OOO,OOO of wealth over aud above 
our consumption.”

The speaker made apt illustrations, refer­ 
ring to the days when he carried a musket in 
the rauks of the Union Army.

question of pig iron. 


T U E qUEHTION OF WAOKS. 
Speaking of the question of wages, Mr. 
Mugee said : “ What causes 
high wages ? 
Some think it is because employers are more 
liberal. 
By no means. 
There is a law that 
governs that 
It is interesting to go into au 
analysis of the law of wages. 
All agree that 
in this country the standard of wages is 
higher than iii any other country. 
Some 
claim that the tariff made high wages. 
No, 
but it is Hie protective tariff that preserved 
to us these conditions by which we get higher 
wage*.’* 


W HAT LABOR HAS H E R E. 
Continuing his argument the speaker said 
that in this country labor has 72 per cent, of 
that which it produces, whereas, in England, 
it bos only 41 per cent., a result of the dif­ 
ferent conditions in the 
two 
countries. 
“ When we put up the bars aud the establish 
ment of protective tariff, we preserve these 
conditions. 
When the bars arc let down, 
sure as water finds its level, men's wages 
must eventually find their level.” 


DEMOCRATS HEI REA NT TO T H E IR TRUST. 
In referring to the record of the Democrat­ 
ic party, he spoke of the fact that it had never 
gained power except by false pledges and 
promises made to the |ieople. Ile tol J u story of 
one Moses Hoop,a resident of Canton, Illinois, 
one of those individuals who was good to do 
chores—good-for nothing individuals found 
in many communities. 
Hoop suddenly left 
Canton and went to Peoria. 
One day a Can 
ton man saw him ut Peoria, and asked him 
why he left Canton. 
"I couldn’t live in Canton ” said Rood. "the 
people are loo durned |virticuUr.

remarks about it. 
If I had slayed there I 
would have lost my character.” 
’’Well." said the other, “ from what I 
know of Peoria, I should think you would 
be more likely to lose it io Peoria. 
** O.” said Hoop, " here in Peoria, it is not 
necessary to have a character.” 
“ Since I have been old enough.” said the 
speaker, “ to have any knowledge of inc 
Democratic party it lias been successful four 
times. In 1844. ’52, ’56 and ’84. The charge 
I make la. that it never gained power in these 
four elections except by false pledges and 
promitM-a made to the people which were not 
fulfilled. 
Has the party proved true the past 
four years ? ” 
He proved by a atatement of 
facta that the Democratic party had been re­ 
creant to its trust aud false to its promises 


DEMOCRATS GOBBLE U P TOK SURPLUS. 
Taking up tile question of surplus he said :

TH E HERESY OF F R E E TR A D E . 
Mr. Magee, in taking up the tariff ques­ 
tion, went back IOO years, giving the experi­ 
ences of tile people of this oouutrv from that 
time to the present. 
He said the W ar of the 
Revolution grew largely out of trade regula­ 
tions. 
Great Britain enacted that no factories 
or mills should lie erected in this country.

Britain Hooded this country witli its goods. 
Wise men of that day studied the subject 
wisely and carefully. 
It entered into the 
question Hint culminated in the call of the 
Convention to frame a National Constitution. 
In the early 
days 
New-Jersey passed 
a 
tariff 
act, 
and 
would 
not admit 
maim fact uries from other states, 
except 
upon the payment of 2 per cent. tariff. 
The 
first act of a general nature that was passed 
by Congress was to protect and encourage 
manufactories. 
"Some assume that there is 
no warrant in the Constitution to enact a pro­ 
tective tariff. 
Pilose who make that asser­ 
tion insult tile memory of our fathers. 
If 
we read carefully we will understand that the 
tariff question entered largely in the discus 
sion in reference to the Constitution. 
Our 
fathers desired to establish this principle, in 
order that this country might become more 
independent of the world. 
I defy any man 
to find in the first 40 years of the history of 
this Republic any man of prominence advo­ 
cating the heresy of free trade." 


THE TRYING TIMES OF 1837. 
“ When cotton growing began to be profit 
able und 9lave-holding developed iu this coun­ 
try, we began to hear the heresy of free trade 
promulgated; mid it hail a twin sister, tin 
heresy of State sovereignty." The speaker 
then referred to the free trade tariff of '37 
and the terrible times of depression caused 
bv it “ I remember how the neighbors assem­ 
bled around my father's fireplace and talked 
the matter over. 
It was generally agreed 
that there was not a dollar of rnoucy within 
the radius of IO miles. Mills were suspended; 
business generally stagnated. 
Great suffer­ 
ing was the consequence, {leoplc tieing in 
some cases without the necessaries of life. 
In Ncw-York tin* situation was discussed, 
and it was determined that Bien should not 
starve while flour could he hail, and in a 
laxly tliey marched to the store houses, broke 
open the barrels of (lour and distributed it to 
the poor of the City." 


AN ADLE SPEECH.

The Republican m eeting held in the Court 
House, Kingston, Saturday evening, was an 
appreciative one. 
OKN. G. H. SHARPE'S ADDRESS. 
On motion of A ugustus Schepmoes, Gen 
eral George II. Sharpe wus made Chairman. 
The General made a short address. 
He 
spoke with confidence. 
Some m ight have 
thought a m onth ago that Governor Hill 
would be re-elected for another term of three 
years, hut it is now beyond question that 
W arner Miller will lie the next Governor of 
the State of New-York. 
He spoke of the 
curious phase's of the cam paign—the Demo­ 
crats first having made the issue of free 
trade, and then President Cleveland trying to 
avoid that issue. 
He referred to the peculiar 
legend on the Democratic banner, in K ings­ 
ton, “ Protection to American Labor.” 
He 
took issue with General Sickles on the tariff 
question, and showed the fallacy of tho argu 
ment of the Democratic orator. 
He said, in 
closing, that the Republicans are not only 
fighting for the laboring men of this country 
but for the laboring men throughout the 
world. 
CAPTAIN JAMES K. MAGEE’S ADDRESS. 
Captain Jam es K. 
Magee followed. He 
spoke for 1^ hours on the issues of the cam 
paign, dwelling more particularly upon the 
question of tariff, backing up his argum ent 
by reading from docum ents and messages 
lie said at the outset that he hoped there were 
Democrats in the audience, as he felt a greater 
inspiration when such was the case. 
“ The 
Democrats started out with the declaration 
‘this is to be a campaign of intelligence. 
They said: 
‘ Now 
we 
have 
an issue 
I 
had 
supposed, 
so 
far 
as 
the 
Republican 
party 
is 
concerned 
that it never came liefore the people i 
Presidential campaign without nn issue. The 
declaration of the Democracy, therefore, is 
confession of weakness that that party has 
abandoned the issues of the last 25 years 
They come forward vindicating the wisdom 
of the Republican party, so far as the issues 
growing out of the war are concerned 
Cleveland planted himself upon the doctrine 
of free trade, as against the principles of pro 
teclion. 
The Republican party has accepted 
the question. 
There are no 2 laces of the 
Republican party on this question. 
After it 
was found that the workingmen of thiscoun 
try were studying tiic question of tariff and 
free irade ami because of their intelligence 
showing a disposition to stand by the print 
pies of protection, the Democrats have been 
trying to hedge, and to show 2 faces. 
It 
puts me in mind of a storv. 
Once upon 
time a teacher applied for a situation. 
The 
Trustees questioned him. 
They asked him 
about his theory of the shape of the earth 
The 
teacher answered: * W ell, gentlemen 
there are different opinions alxnit the shape 
of the earth. 
Some people say it is round 
and some say it is fiat, but I teach both 
ways.’ 
So 
with the Democratic leaders 
they are teaching both ways.” 
AWAY BACK IN 1840. 
“ In 1840 the people had become so dis­ 
gusted that they swept the country, and ca 
ried into the Presidential chair that brave sol­ 
dier and statesman, William Henry Harrison. 
[Great applause.] 
There was no evasion on 
the part of the Whig party; it was planted 
squarely ou the issue. 
A fter the act of ’40 
the 
confidence of 
the 
people returned, 
Industry was stimulated, workmen found era- 
{loyment and money began to be circulated.” 
n proof of the statements advanced that the 
country was prosperous under a high tariff 
and depressed under a free trade tariff, the 
speaker quoted from the messages of Polk, 
Film ore and Buchanan. 


RESULT OF A IIIOH PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 
“ In 1860 the people swept from power the 
Democratic party. 
As a result, a high pro­ 
tective tariff was adopted. 
We all know the 
result. 
No nation lias furnished a parallel 
to the great advancement of this country in 
the last 27 years. 
The people have consumed 
3 times more than people of any other nation, 
and are better housed and clothed, and better 
fed, and, notw ithstanding this, we have laid 
up $1,500.000,000 of wealth over and above 
our consum ption.” 


POME APT ILLUSTRATIONS. 
The speaker made apt illustrations, refer­ 
ring to the days when he carried a m usket in 
the ranks of the Union Army. 
He told of 
the free trade argum ents of Thomas Shear­ 
m an, and how he brought him to grief on the 
question of pig iron. 


THE QUESTION OF WAGES. 
Speaking of the question of wages, Mr. 
Magee said : “ W hat causes 
high wages ? 
Some think it is because employers are more 
liberal. 
By no means. 
There is a law that 
governs that. 
It is interesting to go into an 
analysis of the law of wages. 
All agree that 
in this country the standard of wages is 
higher than in any other country. 
Some 
claim that the tariff made high wages. 
No, 
but it is the protective tariff that preserved 
to us these conditions by which we get higher 
w ages.” 


WHAT LABOR HAS HERE. 
Continuing his argum ent the speaker said 
that in this country labor has 72 per cent, of 
that which it produces, whereas, in England, 
it has only 41 per cent., a result of the dif­ 
ferent conditions 
in the 
two 
countries. 
“ When we put up the bars and the establish 
m ent of protective tariff, we preserve these 
conditions. 
W hen the bars are let down, 
sure as water finds its level, men’s wages 
m ust eventually find their level.” 
DEMOCRATS RECREANT TO THEIR TRUST. 
In referring to the record of the Dem ocrat­ 
ic party, he spoke of the fact that it had never 
gained power except by false pledges and 
promises made to the people. He tol J a story of 
one Moses Roop.a resident of Canton,Illinois, 
one of those individuals who was eood to do 
chores—good-for-nothing individuals found 
in many communities. 
Roop suddenly left 
Canton and went to Peoria. 
One day a Can­ 
ton man saw him at Peoria, and asked him 
why he left Canton. 
“ I couldn’t live in Canton,” said Roop, “ the 
people are loo durned particular. 
W hy, I 
couldn’t even get drunk without people .nade 
rem arks about it. 
If I had stayed there I 
would have lost my character.” 
“ W ell.” said the other, " from w hat I 
know of Peoria, I should think you would 
be more likely to lose it in Peoria.” 
“ O .” said Roop, “ here in Peoria, it is not 
necessary to hnve a character.” 
“ Since I have been old enough,” said the 
speaker, “ to have any knowledge of the 
Democratic party it has been successful four 
tim es. In 1844. ’52, ’56 and ’84. The charge 
1 m ake is. that it never gained power in these 
four elections except by faLse pledges and 
promises made to the people which were not 
fulfilled. 
Has the party proved true the past 
four years 1 ” 
He proved by a statement of 
facts that the Democratic party had been re­ 
creant to ils trust and false to its promises. 
DEMOCRATS GOBBLE UP THE SURPLUS. 
Taking up the question of surplus he said : 
“ The New- York Sun, which claims to be a 
Cleveland paper, shows by facts furnished 
from the Treasury D epartm ent that when the 
Democrats go out of power, there will be no 
surplus, but a deficiency of over $5.000,000. 
The surplus they found when they went into 
pow er is not there to-day. 
W e will have to 
nunt for it as we had to bunt when we took 
control 27 years ago 
There wasn’t any sur­ 
plus then in the T reasury.” 


THE QUESTION OF HIGH LICENBE. 
In speaking on the High License issue he 
showed from the experience of High License 
laws in other States the wisdom or such laws 
and their acceptance toy the people as excellent 
laws. 
He was proud to know that Warner 
H iller, the Republican ^candidate for Gover­ 
nor in this State, bacUjput himself squarely 
Upon the question. 
The Republican party 


would meet It as it met the slavery question 
and as it has m et every great reform. 
THE HERESY OF FREE TRADE. 
Mr. Magee, in taking up the tariff ques­ 
tion, went back 100 years, giving the experi­ 
ences of the people of this couutrv from that 
tim e to the preseut. 
He said the W ar of the 
Revolution grew largely out of trade regula­ 
tions. 
Great Britain enacted that no factories 
or mills should be erected in this country. 
After the Revolution, for 4 years absolute 
free trade reigned. 
D uring that time Great 
Britain flooded this country with its goods. 
Wise men of that day studied the subject 
wisely and carefully. 
It entered into the 
question that culminated in the call of the 
Convention to fram e a National Constitution. 
In 
the 
early 
days 
New-Jersey 
passed 
tariff 
act, 
and 
would 
not 
admit 
manufactories from 
other states, 
except 
upon the paym ent of 2 per cent, tariff. 
The 
first act of a general nature that was passed 
by Congress was to protect and encourage 
manufactories. 
"Som e assume that there is 
no warrant in the Constitution to enact a pro­ 
tective tariff. 
Those who make that asser­ 
tion insult the memory of our fathers. 
If 
we read carefully we will understand that the 
tariff question entered largely in the discus­ 
sion in reference to the Constitution. 
Our 
fathers desired to establish this principle, in 
order that this country might become more 
independent of the world. 
I defy auv man 
to find iu the first 40 years of the history of 
this Republic any man of prominence advo­ 
cating the heresy of free trade.” 
THE TRYING TIMES OF 1837. 
“ W hen cotton growing began to be profit­ 
able and slave-holding developed in this coun­ 
try, we began to hear the heresy of free trade 
promulgated; and it hud a twin sister, the 
heresy of State sovereignty.” 
The speaker 
then referred to the free trade tariff of ’37 
and the terrible times of depression caused 
bv it. “ 1 remember bow the neighbors assem­ 
bled around my father’s fireplace and talked 
the m atter over. 
It was generally agreed 
that there was not a dollar of money within 
the radius of 10 miles. Mills were suspended; 
business generally stagnated. 
Great suffer­ 
ing was the consequence, people being in 
some cases without the necessaries of life. 
In New-York the situation was discussed, 
and it was determined that men should not 
starve while flour could be had, and in a 
body they marched to the store houses, broke 
open the barrels of flour and distributed it to 
the poor of the City." 
AN ABLE SPEECH. 
Mr. Magee’s speech was able one. 
I* 
showed conclusively that free trade means 
starvation wages to workmen.

There were 56 boats in the Austin and 
H artt’s tow, which arrived at Readout, yes­ 
terday evening. 
The steamboat Jam es W . Baldwin and 
steamer “ City of K ingston” now leave New- 
York City at 3 o’clock p . m. 
There arrived at tidewater at Eddyville, 
Saturday, 22 Delaware 
& 
Hudson Canal 
boats, laden with 2,860 tons of coal. 
Tlie whistle of the steam er “ City of Kings­ 
ton ” was blown at the mouth of the Rondout 
Creek at 7:35 o’clock on Saturday night. 
There were reported at the Rondout De­ 
partm ent of the Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company, to-day, boats that in the aggregate 
will carry away about 7,000 tons of coal. 
On Friday night, as the steamboat Mc­ 
Donald was slowly m aking its way up the 
Hudson River, to this port, with a tow, its 
shaft broke. 
The disabled steamboat was 
towed to Rondout. 
It is not likely that it 
will be put on again this year. 
On Thursday the new steam screw propel­ 
ler ferry-boat Bergen, owned by the Hoboken 
Land aud Im provem ent Company, will be 
launched at Newburgh. 
The craft is a nov­ 
elty in the way of ferry-boats, it being the 
first of the kind ever built, and it is expected 
to develop fast speed. 
One screw is in front 
and the other behind. 
W hen in motion the 
rear screw shoves the boat ahead and the one 
in front pulls it along.

He said: “ I do

gard to that. 
I claim that you haven’t any 
right to demand that a person should learn a 
good lesson unless given nn opportunity to 
study without being interrupted. 
I can 
study and write with a steam engine blowing 
ULder a window; a cannon roaring outside 
will not disturo me.

disturb me a! all. 
It is not the noise that dis­ 
turbs, it is the solicitation of attention by 
what is being said. 
1 cannot sit with per 
sons all around me whispering, without hav­ 
ing my attention solicited from what 1 have to 
do. 
W hich school is pleasanter, the one that 
is disorderly, or tlie one that is orderly and 
quiet? The quieter the school, the pleasanter 
the child. Let a teacher once settle dow n and 
have the school fall into the habit of good 
order; it is vastly easier for liim than to permit 
certain amount of license.

there years and years, and for me no whis­ 
pering in school while 1 am hearing a class 
recite. 
1 do not watch pupils, but if they 
get to whispering it comes to my ears. 
Then 
1 stop it. 
Let them whisper all they please 
so long as I do not hear it; so long as it does 
not disturb anybody. 
1 do not ask pupils 
whether they whisper. 
I do not go to that 
extent.” 
PLEASANT SCHOOL BOOMS.

The pleasantest sight in the world is a 
handsome face.

PIMPLE QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
During the afternoon the teachers were 
given an opportunity to ask final questions 
before the close of the Institute. The follow 
ing questions were asked, the answers being 
given by Professor Albro: 
Query—“ A t what age should a child be 
allowed to use pen, ink and copy book ?” 
Answer—“ boon as a cliild can haudle 
pen.” 
Question by teacher—“ Should a teacher 
be very careful in regard to the manner of a 
child handling a pen ?” 
Answer—“ Careful, but not too particu 
lar.” 
Query—“ Ilow may a school room have a 
steady supply of fresh air ?” 
Answer—“ W ithout any system of ventila 
tion the best way is to raise the lower sash, 
fill the space with a board, when the air will 
pass up between the two sashes into tlie room 
without creating a draft.” 
Query—“ Iu an ungraded school what is 
Iiest to be done where a scholar refuses to 
study some branch?” 
Answer—“ If 1 have not decided that child 
shall study that branch, I will try to find out 
why the child wishes to be excused from 
studying it. 
Don’t say tlmt because a study 
is laid down in the Code that that boy ought 
to study it. 
The bane of some schools is that 
every boy must go through the same curricu 
lum. 
There may lie different prospects in 
life; different circumstances requiring differ 
ent studies.” 
Query—“ Do you not think it is injurious 
to the moral nature of children to teach them 
to avoid telling on their schoolmates ? ” 
Answer—“ I know a m an.Superintendent of 
n city school, who has pupils, whom lie thinks 
will be subservient instruments in his hands 
call at His office as detectives. 
There isn’ 
money enough to induce me to send my boy to 
that school. The influence is not good on the 
moral conduct of pupils lie uses as detectives. 
It cultivates meanness 
But that is not the 
question 
under 
consideration. 
Shall 
I 
encourage a pupil to avoid telling? Yes, I 
would encourage a pupil to avoid telling in 
most cases. 
I hate to see a little boy or girl 
go to a teacher and s a y :‘Teacher, teacher’ 
and tell him of some little thing, showing a 
desire to tattle.
